SUBJECT:        BOSTON  COLLEGE  MASTER  PLAN 
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Attached  please  find  an  overview  of  the  Boston  College  Master  Plan  which  received  BRA  approval  in  March 
1992.  Also  attached  please  fin  Fact  Sheets  regarding  the  proposed  Boston  College  Parking  Garage,  and  the 
Boston  cortege  Student  Center  both  of  which  are  in  the  planning  stage. 
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Introduction 


Boston  College  is  a  not-for-profit,  educational  institution  with  an  enrollment  of  1 4,000  undergraduate,  graduate 
and  professional  students,  located  partially  in  the  Brighton  neighborhood  of  Boston  and  partially  in  Newton. 
The  College  occupies  7,200,468  gross  square  feet  of  land  on  its  Boston/Newton  campus  and  has  4,773,454 
gross  square  feet  of  building  space. 

Over  the  past  four  years,  Boston  College  has  developed  a  ten  year  (1 991  -2001 )  Institutional  Master  Plan  for 
its  Boston  campus  through  a  community  planning  process  with  BRA  staff  and  the  Allston-Brighton  Boston 
College  Community  Relations  Committee.  Accompanying  the  development  of  the  Master  Plan  is  the 
execution  of  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  Boston  College  and  the  committee  which  defines  the 
key  components  of  the  Plan. 

Institutional  Master  Plan  Elements 

The  Boston  College  Institutional  Master  Plan  envisions  two  major  phases  of  development,  each  with  several 
sub-phases.  Phase  1  will  take  place  during  1992-1995;  Phase  2  will  take  place  during  1996-2001.  The 
Phase  1  projects  can  be  defined  as  follows: 

o  Dormitory  Buildings  -  Development  of  two  new  dormitory  buildings  along  Lower  Campus 
Road  that  could  contain  a  total  of  approximately  225,000  square  feet  of  space  and  would 
house  approximately  754  undergraduate  students.  The  project  will  result  in  the  removal  of 
approximately  120  beds  in  existing  modular  housing  units.  The  project  is  currently  under 
construction  its  anticipated  completion  is  expected  in  the  Fall  of  1993. 

o  Dining  Facility  -  Development  of  a  42,000  square  foot,  two-story  dining  facility  adjacent  to 
the  Robsham  Theater  Arts  Center.  The  project  is  currently  under  construction  its  anticipated 
completion  is  expected  in  the  Fall  of  1993. 

o         Campus  Center  -  Development  of  a  100,000  square  foot  campus  center,  to  be  located 


between  the  O'Neill  Library  and  the  Flynn  Recreation  Complex.  The  Center  will  serve  the 
needs  of  Lower  Campus  residential  students,  and  provide  a  much  needed  link  between  the 
Lower  and  Middle  campuses.  Construction  is  anticipated  to  begin  in  the  Fall  of  1993,  with 
completion  expected  in  the  Fall  of  1995. 


o  Parking  Garage  -  Development  of  a  500  space  parking  facility  adjacent  to  the  new  campus 
center  which  will  provide  much  needed  parking  for  employees  and  visitors  to  the  campus, 
and  individuals  associated  with  major  events.  On  a  demonstration  basis,  200  to  250  spaces 
will  be  used  by  resident  students  to  attempt  to  relieve  parking  problems  on  neighborhood 
streets  adjacent  to  the  campus.  Construction  is  anticipated  to  begin  in  the  Fall  of  1 993,  with 
completion  expected  in  the  Fall  of  1995. 

Over  the  longer  term  (1996-2001),  the  following  Phase  2  projects  are  being  analyzed: 

o         Lower  Campus  Dormitory  -  Construction  of  a  500  bed  dormitory. 

o  New  Recreation  Complex  -  Construction  of  a  new  recreation  complex  to  replace  the 
physically  obsolete  Flynn  Recreation  Complex. 

o  Lower  Campus  Open  Space  -  Development  of  new  open  space  on  the  Lower  Campus  at  the 
present  location  of  the  modular  housing  units. 

o  Academic  Building  -  Development  of  a  new  academic  building  on  Beacon  Street  adjacent 
to  the  new  Chemistry  Building. 

o  Upper  Campus  Dormitory  -  Development  of  a  200  bed  dormitory  at  the  intersection  of 
Beacon  Street  and  College  Road. 

o  St.  Thomas  More  Hall  Addition  and  Renovation  -  Renovation  and  construction  of  50,000 
square  foot  addition  to  St.  Thomas  More  Hall,  an  administrative  office  building. 

o  McElroy  Commons  Renovation  -  Renovation  of  the  75,000  square  foot  McElroy  Commons 
building,  specifically  its  dining  area  and  bookstore. 

o  College  Road  Site  -  Development  of  a  site  on  College  Road,  just  south  of  McElroy 
Commons,  for  parking  of  up  to  210  cars,  administrative  space,  or  academic  space. 

Community  Benefits  Plan 

Boston  College,  in  cooperation  with  the  Allston-Brighton  Boston  College  Community  Relations  committee,  has 
developed  a  community  benefits  plan  which  will  benefit  the  residents  of  the  Allston-Brighton  community  and 
the  City  of  Boston  at  large.  The  major  community  benefits  resulting  form  the  Master  Plan  can  be  defined  as 
follows: 
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Implementation  of  an  employment  policy  for  Allston-Brighton  residents  which  will  result  in  the 
recruitment  of  local  residents  through  the  Boston  College  Office  of  Human  Resources. 


o  Continuation  of  weekend  patrols  by  the  Boston  Police  Department  in  selected  areas  of 
Brighton  heavily  populated  by  students. 

o  Dedication  of  1 0%  of  additional  tuition  remission  scholarships  and  grant  assistance  to  Allston 
and  Brighton  residents. 

o  Establishment  of  an  Off-Campus  Council  to  address  issues  relating  to  student  off-campus 
living  and  its  impacts  upon  the  Allston-Brighton  neighborhood. 

o         Primary  use  of  Alumni  Stadium  for  football  games  during  daylight  hours. 

o  Prohibition  of  use  of  St.  John's  Seminary  for  student  housing,  classroom,  or  intercollegiate 
athletics;  prohibition  of  the  expansion  of  use  of  St.  John's  Seminary  beyond  St.  Clement's 
Hall  without  formally  amending  its  Master  Plan;  and  commitment  to  limit  the  athletic  use  of 
the  Seminary  property  when  new  playing  fields  become  available  on  the  main  campus. 

Community  Review  of  Master  Plan 

The  Allston-Brighton  Boston  College  Community  Relations  Committee  has  been  working  with  Boston  College 
over  the  past  five  year  period  to  complete  the  campus  master  planning  process  associated  with  the 
university's  1 0  year  development  plan.  The  Community  Relations  Task  Force  has  endorsed  the  Master  Plan.
